DEACRIPTION OF PORT AU PRINCE,

The eity of Port au Prinee, or, us it 18 sometimes
called, Port Republioan, is the eapital of the Kepub-
lie of Hayt!. It is situated on the west const, at the
head of the Fort au Frioeo bay, It is bullt on ground
that rises gradually from the sen and rom the vay.
1he buildings present the sppearance of an irregu-
lar amplitbentre. The houses are geunorally of
wood and two stories in heigh, so sonstructed with
& viow of better withstunding osribquakes, with
which that part of thoworld is often visited, In
1761 and 1770%the oity was nearly destroyod by one
of those tornble visitations, However, a few o1 the
houges are built of brick and stone,

The prinoipal bulidings of note in the town are
® Roman Catholic church, a college, lyoenm, cus-
tom-house, mint, and hospital., A considerable
trade is oarried on botween Port-au-Prince and the
United States, Kighty-thres vessels flying the
United States flag, with cargoes valued at S927,004,
entered this port during the yoar 1857-68. The same
vessols returned with cargoes, the estimated valpe
of which was 810,061,836, Tho town has been olten
viditoa by large conflagrations, the principal of
which were thoso ol 1704, 1820, 1823, and 1850, The
estimated populntion 80,000,
